More Wages for Curriers 


The Kenosha 
mall 
carriers are 


much pleased ovor the new bill which 
has Juet pa»sed the house of represen- 
tatives, giving rural carriers a salary 
of $1,074 for a route of twenty-four 
miles and $44 per year for each mile 
over twenty-four.

PREFERENCE VOTE AND.THAT FOR DELEGATES 


CAUSES PARADOX 


With the contentions over the elec- 


tion of these delegates at large with 
the public confused over the conflict- 
ing reports,' is growing a conviction 
on part of many good people that 
neodlassly.

not purposely, these 


primary laws have been constructed 
altogether too intricately and with 
provisions that certainly tend to af- 
ford workable machinery on part of 
leaders.

It has been asked many times 


how Is it that if Taft or Roosevelt, as 
the case may be, or La Follette. In 
our own state, has a majority, that 
the victor In the preferential votes 
can still lose out In the delegates at 
large?

Some

butted against this proposition, not 
that all of them could not see through 
the riddle, but why In the name of 
common sense 
those 
enacting 
the 


preferential law fixed it so that a 
vote for preference counted tor noth- 
ing at all as to delegates, but tho 
delegates had to be voted for separate- 
ly. Thus the machinery of It was tho 
solution, It would not do in giving 
people their liberties to permit them 
to exercise without the strings some- 
where leading into the haunts of the 
bosses. 


Now the solution in here. Ihe pres- 


idential names-'appear alone n.t the top 
of the ballot, far as is known, in all 
state primaries. 
The delcKiitos HP- 


pear below. All voters are not equal- 
ly caiVul or properly understand, so 
the result is that more or less omit 
to vote for the presidential prcfsrerce, 
but do vote for the delegates. Others, 
more or less, may and hove voted for 
the preference and omitted votlnur for 
the delegate. Thus while In thU slate 
the majority was both for La Follette 
and his delegates, in oth«r stutos the 
two failed to coincide. Thus In Mus- 
Bachusetts in the preference vote Taft 
carried the state, yet as to hh. dele- 
gates, he lost out, the Roose -ell dele- 
gates at largo getting this majority. 
It was therefore on this proportion 
that Roosevelt, perceiving thi; profcr- 
«noo vote wa.«'for Taft, Instructed his 
delegates at large to conform to this, 
which they refused to do. 


All of these -primary laws should 


be plain, for that of some statos is 
needlessly too complex well as conflict- 
ing. 
There is no need of separate 


ballots for both the preference nnd 
the delegates at large, for Junt as long 
as there are, this contradiction will 
be a feature in the closer contests.

The question, on the 
complaint filed by the city of Racine, 
has been discussed at a number of 
sessions of the commission and a con- 
clusion was reached xearly this week 
that it would not be advisable to or- 
der the subway, because Of the fact 
that adequate drainage would not be 
possible with a subway at that point 


Notwithstanding the fact that 
a 


subway will not be ordered, the com- 
rr.ission will recommend that the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern Railway main- 
tain gates and a. watchman at the 
crossing twenty-four hours every day, 
Irstea.d of a sateman boine kept on 
duty only during the night. 
While 


the people in the Seventh and other 


wards Interested in the project .-will 
be disappointed with the coming re- 
port of the commission, they .will be 
pleased to get a watchman' at tnia 
dangerous crossing night and .day, in- 
stead of half tho time.- 


At this crossing there have boen 


many accidents in-years gone by_and 
11 haa boen considered one of the • 
most dangerous within the limits 6J 
the municipality. 
For years an ef- 


fort hag been made to prevail iipon 
the railway company to put In a. sub- 
way, but the corporation, -although it! 
officials consulted with city authori- 
ties, maintained that the cost of tin 
improvement would be too greatxan<l 
wanted the city to pay the 
largest . 


port of the expense. - 


Ths cost was estimated all the way 


from $25,000 to 340,000'arid the. city 
refused to stand for the bulk of tha 
expense. As a last resort a complaint 
was ftled with the rate 
commission 


aiid that body, conducted a hearing 
«.t the city hall and since that time, 
h&d the matter under consideration. 


In view of the decision reached It 


is considered that the chances of get- 
ling tracks of the railway companies 
elevated alcng the lines In the City. 
are- limited. Experts figure that these 
elevations would cost elope to $.40.0,- 
000 for the city alone. While--every- 
body conc«dea that the crossings at 
some points are extremely dangerous 
and that elevations ahou!4 be. made, 
the chances are that If the rate com- • 
mission was appealed to that body 
would be Inclined to report adversely.

First of Hillsville Men Who Shot Up Court, Found 


Guilty of First Degree Murder—Jury Is Out All 
Night and Until Ten O'clock This Morning In Ef- 
fort to Reach Agreement in Famous Case. 


HALTED 
BY 
JUDGE 


Jurors Are Sent Back When 


They Report Failure To 
Agree and Toid To Decide 
Guilty or Not. 


WYTHEVILLE, Va., May 17—Floyd 


Allen, tried for the Carroll county 
court house murders, W4s adjudged 
guilty here today and will pay the pen- 
alty of his crime In the electric chair 
at Richmond. 
The jury was out all 


night and it was not until after ten 
o'clock this morning that the twelve 
men had been brought Into agreement. 


When court opened today the jury 


was called In and the foreman ques- 
tioned by Judge Staples! 
The jurors 


declared there were a number of 
points existing in the panel and it was 
douotful whether a verdict could be 
reached. 


To Keaeh Conclusion 


Judge Staples declared that the case 


was one of such magnitude he felt h« 
must send the jury back wlthv:*||!»w 
words of caution and advlce%^jH«nMCId 
that when a number of-;ln«h' were 
thrown together in Intimate' isolation 
for a. lone -period of time, with;all 
their thoughts and .attention centered 


upon one matter, it was but natural 
there should he a tendency to dlffarent 
views and positions. 
Judge Staples , 


declared the jury had not been sworn 
for any duty other than to reach one 
conclusion—the guilt or innocence of 
the accused. 
He said if the jurora 


lost sight oif this issue in the private - 
individual opinion, they 
would do 


wrong to themselves, an unintended 
violence to their obligation and grave. 
injustice either to the commonwealth 
or to the accused. 


The jury again retired and It waa 


but a short time before announcement 
was made an agreement had boon 
reached. 
Wher court retnaembled 


the foreman' read the verdict of "«Tull7 
ty as charged In the Indictment." 


Not in Proper Form 


Judge Staples held th».t was not tha 


proper form. 
The foreman then ax- 


plained that the verdict was one of 
guilty in the first degree, tho penalty 
being electrocution. 


Floyd Allen was charged specifically 


at this time with the murder of Com- 
monwealth Attorney Foster, prosecut- 
or In the Carroll county court at Hllls- 
vllle, last March, when a former trial 
of Floyd Allen on a minor chargo, oul-' 
mlnated In tha killing of five persons 
—Presiding Judge Thornton.-L. MM- 
sle. Prosecutor Wm. M. Foster,' Sher- 
iff L. F. Webb, Miss Elizabeth Ayers,. 
and Juror Augustus Fowler,

audience, unused to such depth of 
dramatic passion, lor the plays to

191C 


AND 1011 


While the number of cases of in- 


fantile paralysis in 1911 was not near- 
ly as large as that In 1910, yet the col- 
lected statistics show that the disease 
was widely distributed throughout the 
United States. The number of report- 
ed cases in 1910 was 5,861, with 950 
.deaths; in 1911, 1,931 cases with 440 
deaths. . These figures are taken from 
the reports of'states in which the dis- 
ease was reportable and from the 
printed bulletins of some "other states. 
Tha report compiled by the Bureau of 
the Census from the registration area 
shows that the number of deaths for 
1910 was 1,459. 
The data, however, 


are incomplete, and therefore tho 
number of cases wao undoubtedly con- 
siderably larger than these figures In- 
dicate. The deaths are probably more 
completely reported than the total 
number of ca.seg. Theee flgureir. how- 
ever, bear out our pluvious knowledge 
that the disease has alternate active 
and more or less quiescent periods 
owing to lack of susceptible individu- 
als or to tho attcntuatlon' of the Infec- 
tion. ' Both causes probably operate. 
The Journal ot the-American Medical 
Association urges an extension of the 
registration area to all of the states 
and the securing of complete reports, 
which would no doubt greatly.increase 


What Shall We Sow?" 


(Prof. R. A. Moore, Wisconsin Col- 


lege of Agriculture). 


Owiflg to the fact that the eastern 


portion of Wisconsin suffered 
quite 


severely from sleet during some of the 
winter storms, much of the clover and 
alfalfa was entirely smothered. 
The 


farmers losing their alfalfa will be de- 
pendent for forase to carry over their 
stock and some may be at a loss to 
know what should be seeded to bring 
the best returns. 
Usually 
where a 


good clean alfalfa 
field 
has been 


smothered during the winter the best 
plan is to plow same and seed back to 
alfalfa. 
If the land Is clean and can 


be seeded quite early one hay crop can 
be secured the same season of seeding. 
The alfalfa, however, should not be cut 
after tho first week in September as 
it should 
have 
sufficient 
growing 


weather to get nicely established be- 
fore going into the winter. 


Where-.the alfalfa has been crowded 


by clover' and blue (eras.1! to quite an 
extent and is somewhat weedy'it is al- 
together best to plow the land and 
plant to corn. This will give a goodly 
supply of forage. Some can bo used 
for Boiling purposes during the sum- 
mer if necessary and the silo can be 
replenished and ' the remainder used 
as good fodder corn. 
Perhaps 
no 


greater supply of feed can be secured 
on land where clover and alfalfa have 
been killed than from corn. However, 
in the absence of seed corn 
or 
the 


fact that arrangements 
havs. been 


made upon the farm 
for sufficient 


supply of corn, millet can be sown 
even as late as June 20 or July 1. 
Good Hungarian or 
German millet 


makfs 
exceedingly fine hay. This 


should, be sown at the rate of one 
bushel per acre and should be cut 
when in blossom. 
Usually from one 


and one-half to two tons per acre can 
be secured. The millet can be taken 
from the ground sufficiently early«so 
it can be plowed and seeded down to 
winter^rye. If this la done quite early 
In the'year a good .late fall pasture 
can be secured or the rye crop plowed 
under In the spring and the ground 
seeded to corn or some other 
small 


cereal. 
For summer pasture peas and «ats 


could immediately be put In, using 
two bushels of oats, and one bushel 
of" peas per acre. This can/ be pas- 
tured when tho oats begin to joint If 
the desire should be to have hay in- 
stead of pasture the crop can be cut 
•when the .oats are nicely headed out 
and made into hay. Hay made from 
this crop is considered very fine. • 


Disinfect or Destroy Diseased Potatoes 


(Prof. L. R. Jones, Wisconsin Col- 


lege of Agriculture). 


Seed potatoes from a diseased crop 


.may carry the germs of certain dis- 
paaes even though they appear sound 
and healthy. 
With certain' fungus diseases like 


*he late blight and the wilt disease, 
the parasites pe'rsist Inside the potato 
tuber. In bad cases, they may cause 
*the tubers to shrivel -with "dry rot" 
In mllclar cases there IB merely some- 
browning of the flesh. If any marked 
discoloration is seen whtn cutting seed 
potatoes, these diseased tubers should 
be rejected. 
If the brown color Is 


Bonnned to. the stem end. it will suf- 
fice to cut this portion Off and throw 
it away. 
In the case of two other potato dis- 


eases, the germs are entirely on the 
surface. These are the scab and the 
black lee, disease. The former is too 
familiar to need description; the latter 
blackens and rots the stem below 
the ground. It may cause the tops to 
die, and in some coses leads to soft 
rot of the tubers. 
In both 
scab and 
blackleg, 
the 


germs can be destroyed on the seed 
potatoes by selecting smooth 
tubers 


and treating them with formalin. The 
simplest-method is to soak the tubers 
for two hours in a solution of 1 pint 
of formalin in 30 gallons of water. 
This can be used several times without 
Hosing Its strength. 
In this way, one 


pint of formalin will disinfect about 
20 bushels of potatoes, making 
the 


actual outlay only about one cent per 
bushel. Large seed dealers can more 
economically fumigate their potatoes 
In the storage houses with the gas 
(generated from formalin. 
Potato scab germs may persist in 


Hhe soil of old potato fields and 
may 


also be carried in the manure, when 
•cabby potatoes are fed to stock. The 
use of tunes or lime also simulates 
this disease. 
To keep the potato crop free from 


these diseases, therefore, select smooth
